Sir, 

The unhealthiness of Batacia has long 
been proverbial, and probably some of 
your Readers may not be unacquainted 
with the ecircumstance of a celebrated 
Edinburgh Professor annually upholdine 
this city to the exceration of his pupils, by 
bestowing en it the epithet of the ““ re- 
plus ultra of bad climates, where human 
life cannot be considered of greater du- 
ration than two years upon the average.” 
=—sSince the late arrival of the English in 
thes Esland, it is gratifying for us.to know 
that the unheatthiness has greatly dimi- 
nished, although it is not entirely remove 
el. — he mortality, for which this coun- 
try has been so long dreaded, it therefore 
follows as an indisputable fact, does not 
exist in the climate, nor is it naturally ine 
herent to (he situation and character of the 
Island, but is, in truth, the offspring of 
adventitious causes, that by being removed, 
produce (he inevitable effect of (lie dee 
crcase of those fatal disorders they possess 
a direct tendency to create. — W hat those 
causes are, or in what originates the un- 
healthiness, rendering a residence in Ba- 
tavia dangerous to natives equally with 
Europeans, it admits of no difliculty tó 
explain; and. whoever attempts to ex- 
pose them in a manner calculated to ace 
ceterate their ultimate and certain remo- 
val, will undoubtedly confer a lasting bene- 
fit on the Iskrud in generat, as well as the 
more limited number of persons inhabiting 
the small space to which the extent of the 
Dutch Metropolis is confined. An expo 
sure of (lis kind would at once destrop”an 
impression, long and serionsly injurious to 
the reputation of the country, (hat has 
operated to deter the opulent, powerful, 
and enlightened nations of Europe from 
ecultivating such an extensive communicae 
tion, as the fertility of soil, salubrity of 
climate, urbanity and genius of the natives 
of Java deserve, and also deliver the in- 
habitants near the scat of Government 
from the severe attacks of a formidable 
disease, which reigus throughout the 
year within the walls of their, at present, 
unwholesome town, 

Ás the primary step leading to an inves- 
tigation of this nature, it is necessary to 
remark that the Batavia fever, properly 
so called, has never in a single instance 
been found to have originated beyond the 
preeinets of the city; (hat at Peltevreeden 
it is scarcely ever observed, any cascs 
which occur being clearly referable to a 
communication with the town, and at 
Cornelis, and places higher towards 
the range of hills above Buitenzorg, 
it is still more uncommon.—The inference 
does not however follow (hat the healthie 
ness of this Island increases in proportion of 
distance from the siteof Batavia, or the 
sea coast; vn the contrary, Î rather think 
it evident, that the climate and atmos- 
phere at Buitenzorg, and towards the 
mountains, though unquestionably pure 
and healthy, are yet less so than those of 
the portion of country commencing with 
Cheibeenum which extends to Campong 
Macassar. This being a truth of const- 
derable importance, we are bound to look 
at Batavia, perfectly separated from the 
country in which it is placed, for the 
origin of disorders that are notoriously 


- fatal to the human frame, acting with ra- 


pidity and certainty, whenever it unfortu- 
nately happens to become the subject of 
them. Should the reason of this eternal 
pestilence be asked, the answer.is always 
at band “that the fever is owing to the 
number of canals flowing through the 
town, and the quantity of trees planted 
along their banks, inkerrupting the free, 
and benefictat circulation of air.” Are 
we next to inquire the canse of the in- 
creasecl health in Bataoia and its vicinity 
within the last four years, (he reply is 
equally ready, that (his has entirely arisen 
from several of the canals having been 
filed up, and the removal of many trees, 


formerly producing the noxious effects 


that were, and are still in a great degree 
coniplained of. Now, Sir, Lam by no 
means dispose to deny a very consider- 
able part of the evil having existed in the 
circumstances mentioned, and that the 
partial absence of the cause has been ate 
tended with its Consequent, the diminue 
tion of the effect; but nevertheless a strict 
inguiry on this head will not lead to an ab- 
solutely satisfactory explanation of those 
diseases by which the inhabitants of Ba- 
tavia, even to this day, live in bourly ter- 
ror of being afllicted. Itis a well known 
fact that runuing water far trom rendering 





a city sickly ought fo be considered from 


various reasons, as attended with an effect 
directly the reverse; although stasnant 
water, ant canals nearly choked with rube 
bish, forming an accumulation of offensive 
matter, will prove powerful agents for cx« 
citing diseases, particularly in warm clie 
mates, of the worst and most fatal descrip- 
tion. That snch was the case with many 
of (he canals in Batavia some years ago, 
is apparent from the state in which scv- 
eral are found even at the present moe 
ment,—but we likewise know this could 
not be the condition of all, nor indeed v£ 
the principal, which being composed of 
deep rolling streams, would, there can be 
no doubt, if properly taken carc of, be 
productive of very great benefit to the 
town, by carrying off almost at the instant 
of collection, every species of filth liabte 
to be generated in an extensive and po- 
pulous city z—an advantage of iucalcu- 
lable value to persons who understand the 
proper manner of applying it to purposcs 
of gereral utilicy. 

„Bat does it appear so positively cer- 
tain, that the partial filling up of ca= 
nals has been attended with the numee 
rous benefietat effects which are usuale 
Fy ascribudd to this operation? 1 ant 
ignorant of Hie precise number which have 
been destroyed, yet there still exist, in my 
humble opmion, suflicient in the neighe 
bourhood ot Malacca, and others strects, 
particularly as we proceed towards the 
Bhoom, to continue, at least in (hat quare 
ter, a disease constantly alledged to derive 
its origin froìn noxious cflluvia, caused by 
putrescent vegetable and animal matter. 
In the places alladed to, two of the most 
offensive ditches ever allowed to disgrace 
a civilized town are still permitted to re« 
main, to the insulferable annoyanee of 
humerous passengers wlio daily pass this 
loathsome spot, Parts of Batacia and the 
suburbs where trecs are found in greatest 
number, together with abundance ot water 
really stagnant, such as Jacatru,  Afo!ene 
vliet, and Ryswick, are it is knowa so 
far trom being considered unhealthy spots, 
that invalids and persons taken ui in the 
town fly from it on the first approach of 
sickness, and take up their residence in 
those places. Secing, therefore, that the 
mere existence of water, and vegelution 
though luxuriant in the extreme, will not 
account for the cause required, we are ine 
duced to look a little farther, aud with no 
smalf reluctance find ourselves obliged to 
confess, that this really seems lo exist en 
tirely among the inhabitants themselves, 
and to result “from circumstances to which 
the country bears no greater relation than 
Greenland or Japan.—And further, we 
may aflirm of Batavia, that, not withstand. 
ing the laborious care bestowed in the cone - 
struction of (he houses, and formation of 
the streets, to make it the triumphant 
abode of mortality and disease, it pos 
sesses equal salubrity with most large 
towns in tropical climates, and is, in fact, 
with all its disadvantages more healthy 
that the gencrality. ‘The cause of nine 
fevers out of ten which we witness, l am 
disposed to think most people will agree, 
proceeds uniformly from the confincd state 
of air, generating a pestiferous atmosphere 
within the houses themselves, a circum- 
stance that the canals, trees, and water in 
the neighbourhood have no immediate 
concern with, though as active auxiliaries 
they doubtless contribute a very powerful 
effect in relarding the curc, or possibly 
accelerating fatal termination. … It would 
almost- appear, Sir, that health had been 
fated by the Colonists to be looked upon 
as a formidable enemy, whose encroach= 
ments it is necessary to guard against 
at least, if one may judge fpom the pains 
which have been industriously taken to cx- 
clude this most essential article from every 
habitation, Not contented with building 
their habitations on narrow streets paved 
with smooth clear stones, which from reflec= 
tion increase the heat and glare threefold, 
the hoases are crouded upon each other so 
inveterately close, that no one particle of air 
can by any means gain admission between 
them s-—and then, that (his extraordinary 
climax may proceed in regular order, ant 
be complete, we observe windows of such 
a construction as could with hittle trouble 
be made to answer for the frigid regions of 
Petersburgh, lined with muslin, or adorned 
with silk hangings, transmitting a gloomy 
ray into rooms containing beds enveloped 
with thick curtains, and other specimens of 
furniture and taste of a suitable descrijkion, 
all catculated-for the promotion ot one great 
end, the exzlusion of pure air, and concen= 
tration of every mortal symptom such a 


state is capable of producing ;-—exhibiting 
at (he same time a preposterous attempt 
vgatust reason and nature, to render arti- 
eles of” European necessity and luxury 
sgubservient to domestie eomfort in an 
Istaad situated within five degrees of the 
Fre. Under such circumstances is it 


surprising that disease prevails, or is it with 


Justice that the idea has leng and univer- 
sally existed of Batavia, and therefore 
Juva, being unhealthy,and with fewexcep- 
ons certainly fatal to European „constitu- 
tions? 


It would be etsy to dilate upon this 


point, and establish these facts still more 
completely by attending to the domestic 
habits and manners, prevalent among (be 
Enhabitants,—the exposure to the sun 
which hourly takes place, and quantity 
ol spirits (hat is daily drank. —Such, how- 
ever, at present, not being my intention, 
suflice il to say, (hat no one who will take 
tre trouble ot reflecting but an instant on 
surronntiag objects, when present in any 
of the numerous dancing parties which 
weekly take place, ought to be astonished 
on hearing (hat an attack of illness follows, 
aud tn rapid suceession proceeds to ils final 
termination. — fr example let him look 
into a centinevd, heated, close room, illumi- 
nated by caadles diguified with the 
name of war, but which are in reality 
com posed of melting tallow, crouded with 
persons clothed in suffvcating European 
dresses, stewing like so many lobsters, 
or oysters in a frying pan from the 
alssenee of puakehs, and other means for 
affording free circulation of air, (he only 
passage blocked up with slaves and 
servants belonging to the party, doors 
brberatly supplied with copious fumes, 
arising from half a dozen Chinese portable 
cooking shops, placed in the street for the 
convenience of the Malays, and plen- 
tifully shadowed with the damp leaves of 
large trees, while a canal in front of the 
house sluggishly moves along, loaded 
with tuns of offal and filcb, which have been 
vollected through the wide.extent of its 
duty course during lhedast four & twenty 
hours. After a scene of this description, 
the surprise would bethat illness should not 
occur, and cousidering the frequency and 
potent ageney of the scveral eiveamstanors 
Reduced, again Ì urge that Batavia is to 
be considered as « healthy spot,as scarcely 
any other place could boast so few deaths 
it subjeeted to a similar test.—lt is a 
matter of no small delicacy, am well 
a sare, to point out defects in long esta- 
blisted customs, however lamentable their 
cansequences may be.—But let it not be 
supposed Sir, that the object of the pre- 
sent contmunication consists in invidiously 
viewing the manners of the people, by 
wiiom we are surrounded, through a false 
medium oeeasioned by (he jaundieed eye 
of national prejudice, or that it is the 
production of (hat trifling fwror which, 
with some wit and more reason, is pre- 
sumed to charaeterise (he majority of your 
‘eorrespondents. _ It has arisen solely 
‘from a desire to contribute a humble mite 
towards irradicating an unjust aspersion, 
by bricfly stating what appears to form 
the real, and not apparent cause of multie 
‘farivus evils, which ti not wholly removea= 
ble, admit at least, of great amelioration. 


Let the Dutch inhabitants, on whom the: 


remedy chiefly depends, recollect, that if 
the period, as many think (but 1 eonfess 
myself far from one of the number) be at 
no considerable distance, when Bata. 
via will revert to its former masters, 
unless active and effiercious measures 
ure adopted, by a new mode of coustrnct- 
ing every house that may in future be 
built, to maintain a freer circulation 
within Weir walls, and more attention 
paid te preserve an uninterrupted course 
to water in the canals, this boasted, and [ 
will allow in some degree splendid city, 
will justly continue the dread of Europe- 
ans, and after the experience we have all 
seen, the eloquence of a second Stavorinus 
will fail in establishing the claims of this
